SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 
Hearst. her face white and looking fran­ 
tic. had to be supported by marshals to­ 
day when she left an apartment where 
she was held captive by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 
Miss Hearst was supported by the 
arms and waist by two marshals after 
spending 35 minutes inside the tiny third- 
floor apartment. The jury in her bank 
robbery trial spent nearly 15 minutes in- 
aid«. U was Miss Hearst's first retm:n 
visit lo the apartment, the first of two 
the jury was to visit. 
The 21-year-old newspaper heiress, 
who was without the handcuffs and 
shackles she normally wears on her daily 
ride to and from the courtroom, was 


quickly helped through a crowd of 150 
reporters and bystanders and into a mar­ 
shal's sedan, which then left the Golden 
Gate Avenue apartment building, one 
mile from her courtroom. 


The tour was requested by the defense 
to show the jury the conditions under 
which she was held, as she testified on 
Friday. 


The apartment was the second location 
where M te H eartl was heM by the Sym­ 
bionese Liberation Army, and the apart­ 
ment which was used at the time of the 
bank robbery. 


The jury also was to visit the house in 
Daly City, immediately south of San

Revenue sharing, the program that has 
brought $20 billion to state and local 
governments over the past four years, is 
in danger of falling victim to congres­ 
sional politics. Rep. Robert Lagomar- 
sino told a group of county and city of­ 
ficials Friday. 
In remarks to the Ventura County As­ 
sociation of Governments. Lagomarsino 
warned that authorization for the 
program will expire this year, and 
legislation to extend it beyond December 
31 is bottled up in a House subcommit­ 
tee. 
“The subcommittee chairman favors 
an extension but the chairman of the full 
committee feels otherwise,” said the 
congressman, who is cosponsor of a bill 
to extend the program for another five 
years. 


The program has brought an estimated 
$1,013,900 into Lompoc coffers, and 
Lagomarsino said his bill would increase 
this amount to $1,337,000 over the next 


five years. 
“The real danger however, is that no 
bill will pass, which means local tax­ 
payers will have to pick up the difference 
or else the city and county will have to 
cut services,” said Lagomarsino. 
Lagomarsino said opponents of exten­ 
sion include those who want to use the 
money for othe- federal programs and 
those who wai... to impose tight controls 
on how local governments spend the 
funds. At present, local governments are 
free to determine their own priorities for 
spending the federal money, subject only 
to minimum controls. 
“Local officials can best decide local 
priorities, and they are also the ones 
most subject to citizen recall,” said 
Lagomarsino. He noted that local public 
hearings and reports on how the funds 
are spent would be required under the 
bill he has sponsored. 
He suggested city and county officials 
mount a lobbying campaign to get one of 
the extension bills out of committee.

The earthquake that hit the Central 
American country on Feb. 4. killed thou­ 
sands of persons and severed com­ 
munications with the outside world. 
Singer and other radio hams have 
monitored distress calls from the 
stricken country and relayed informa­ 
tion to individuals or governmental agen­ 
cies. 
Singer said today that he had cut down 
his monitoring program from the initial 
12 to 14 hours a day to two hours in the 
morning and two hours in the afternoon. 
Iran lowers price of crude oil 


TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) — A spokesmgn 
for the National Iranian Oil Company 
said today Irgn has lowered its selling 
price for heavy crude oil in a bid for a 
wider share of the sagging world 
market. 
The spokesman said the price of heavy 
crude dropped by 9*4 cents a barrel to 
$11.40. He said Iran had held to the world 
price agreed on by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries even 
after other OPEC countries such as 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait pared their 


selling prices by about 10 or 11 cents 
since October. 
The spokesman said there would be no 
official announcement of the new price 
schedule, but that it went quietly into ef­ 
fect Saturday. 
Iran oil officials and representatives of 
a consortium of Western oil companies 
refining and distributing about 85 per 
cent of Iran’s oil exports have been 
meeting in Tehran for several weeks try­ 
ing to negotiate a new agreement to 
replace the one signed in 1973.

Authorities said the plane, which was 
on a flight from Long Beach Airport, 
vanished from radar screens near the 
Sespe Condor Range just before noon 
Saturday. The wreckage was spotted on 
Oak Mountain five miles north of here 
shortly after dawn Sunday. Ground 
crews brought the bodies out.

Mercy Hospital, mean­ 
time. refused to describe the patient’s 
condition other than to say it was 
“guarded.” 
W'ood. who underwent surgery Satur­ 
day. was entering his four-wheel-drive 
vehicle at his ro<!idence when the explo­ 
sion occurred. The device, believed to 
contain dynamite, was located under the 
front seat, an investigator said 


SAIGON. South Vietnam (UPI) — 
Security forces killed two rebels and 
captured 15 others in dusk-to-dawn 
fighting last week in the first fully 
reported armed uprising since the Com­ 
munists took power last April, govern­ 
ment authorities said. 
One government soldier also was 
reported killed in the 13-hour battle at a 
Roman Catholic church. 
Authorities said Sunday the rebels 
were equipped with counterfeiting 
machinery and radio transmitters.and 
had “direct links to the CIA.” but did not 
elaborate. U.S. officials in Washington 
denied the charges. 
A Catholic priest and a paratroop 
major in the former Saigon army were 
led shackled before newsmen Saturday 
and named as ringleaders of the revolt. 
Government spokesmen said security 
forces attacked the rebel stronghold at 
the St Vincent de Paul Church Thurs­ 
day but met stiff resistance. 
They said a huge area around the 
church was evacuated and appeals were 
made by bullhorn for the rebels to give 
up. Their surrender finally was negotiat­ 
ed Friday by Saigon archbishop Nguyen 
Van Binh. 
Tran Bach Dang, a senior member of 
the LiberatiOTi Front of Ho Chi Minh City 
(Saigon), called the fighting the “most 
important political crime since libera- 
tiwi day. ” 
Spokesmen said the two rebel leaders, 
F'ather Nguyen Quang Minh and former 
airborne Maj. Nguyen Ngoc Tiep, and 13 
other former Saigon officers were cap­ 
tured. 
Government officials took newsmen on 
a tour of the church, whose outer walls 
were riddled by bullets fired by security 
forces, and showed them counterfeiting 
equipment and American-made field ra­ 
dios allegedly used by the rebels. 
Spokesmen said undercover police had 
suspected rebels were using the church 
as an antigovernment hideout. 
Since the Communists took power 
April 30. they occasionally have reported 
armed resistance in the countryside but 
given few details. 
The three dead were identified as a 
security force squad leader killed in the 
initial raid on the church, and a former 
airborne sergeant named Nhung and a 
woman, both members of the rebel band.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today asked Congress to recon­ 
stitute the Federal Election Commission 
so it will not go out of business in two 
weeks. 
“There can be no retreat on an issue so 
fundamental to our Democracy.” he said 
in a personal visit to the White House 
press room. The Supreme Court recently 
ruled that the FEC is illegally con­ 
stituted 
In a message to Congress, the Presi­ 
dent proposed that the FEC be kept 
in business through this year until he 
and the Congress can look into its effec­ 
tiveness further. 
Ford spent much of the day working on 
final decisions on a set of recommenda­ 
tions for overhauling the nation’s intelli­ 
gence agencies Officials said his in­ 
telligence plans would be made public by 
midweek. 
In the message to Congress, Ford 
proposed that all members of the com­ 
mission be appointed by the president 
and confirmed by the Senate. Under his 
proposal, no more than three of the six 
members would be affiliated with the 
same party. 
The Supreme Court recently ruled that 
the FEC was improperly constituted 
because Congress reserved for itself the 
power to appoint all members. 
The court said that this defect could be 


cured by having all members appointed 
by the president on the advice and con­ 
sent of the Senate Under the court’s rul­ 
ing the commission was given a 30-day 
lease on life so that Congress could act 
on the illegality. 
Ford today recommended that all six 
current members of the commission be 
retained • 
The FEC has already approved more 
Ih'^n *7 million in federal matching cam­ 
paign funds for presidential candidates. 
The campaigns of a number of can­ 
didates would come under immediate 
financial strain without additonal funds 
“ In only two weeks’ time unless there 
is affirmative action by the Congress, 
the Federal Election Commission will be 
stripped of most of its powers.” Ford 
said in the press room today. “We must 
not allow that to happen. 
“The commission has become the 
chief instrument for achieving clean 
federal elections.” he said. “ If It 
becomes an empty shell, public con­ 
fidence in our political process will be 
further eroded and the door will be 
opened to abuses in the coming elections. 
The President said he was submitting 
“essential legislation to get that job 
done ” and urged Congress to join him in 
quick action “There can be no retreat on 
an issue so fundam ental to our 
democracy,” said Ford. 
Pro-Western forces 
collapse in Angola 


United Press International 
South Africa plans to begin peace 
negotiations soon with the Soviet-backed 
faction in Angola, following the collapse 
of formal pro-Western resistance in the 
resource-rich nation, three Johan­ 
nesburg newspapers reported today. 
The reports in the Rand Daily Mail, 
Transvaler and Beeld papers con­ 
tradicted accounts in the Sunday Times 
and Sunday Express that peace feelers 
already had been exchanged between 
Pretoria and the Soviet-armed Angolans 
through intermediaries. 
TTie three dailies, reporting from Cape 
Town where parliament is in session, 
said first contacts probably would be 
made in the next few weeks. 


Quoting authoritative sources in a 
separate article, the Rand Daily Mail 
said a major military clash between 
South African troops near Angola’s 
southern border and Cubans leading the 
pro-Soviet army “no longer appears im­ 
minent.*’ 


The Popular Movement for the Libera­ 
tion of Angola has offered to cooperate 
with South Africa in return for official 
recognition of its government in Luanda. 
In Peking, China pledged Sunday to 
“resolutely support” African efforts to 
drive Soviet and Cuban forces out of 
Angola 
Diplomatic analysts said the 
(Tiinese help undoubtedly would include 
large-scale military aid. 
The Johannesburg reports Sunday said 
the Pretoria government, which earlier 
had provided military support to the pro- 
Western forces, may pull its troops out 
of southern Angola “within days.” 
Only some l()b miles now separate the 
South African troops in southern Angola 
from the Soviet-armed forces of the 
F*opular Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola 
The reports said the Popular Move­ 
ment demanded as conditions for a 
border truce that Pretoria recognize its 
government in Luanda and immediately 
pull back South African troops to the 
South West Africa frontier.

Meeting with the committee 
again will be the County Water 
Agency s t a f f in c lu d in g 
m anager-engineer C harles 
Lawrance and hydrologist Leon 
Lunt. 
The Solvang meeting may ad­ 
dress itself to the matter of the 
water agency budget and staff 
in relation to the timing for a 
possible vote on Feather River 
water in 1977 or 1978. 
Committee members were 
more wrought up at the Santa 
Barbara session at the fears ex­ 


pressed by some that the county 
might lose its option to State 
Project Water next January, 
unless the matter were pursued 
now 
The agency staff was directed 
to pursue a course aimed at 
shoring up the advantage of a 
continuing option, although 
some felt another extension 
might almost be automatic. 
The county, while approving 
an initial agreement with the 
State Department of Water 
Resources to get Feather River 
water, is now operating under a 
so-called insurance clause 
whereby it is continuing to pay 
sums in the half-million class 
per year to keep its hand in to 
get the water when and if 
needed 
But before State Project 
water could ever come into the 
county — under the present 
plan — an expensive coastal 
aqueduct would have to be 
built, along wiUi a county dis­ 
tribution system. 
Some 
c o u n t y 
w a t e r 
authorities have been looking in 
numerous directions to try to 
get supplemental water, while 


other Interests in the county — 
notably environmentalists — 
are putting up warning hands, 
saying the cost is too great and 
an onrush of supplem ental 
water would simply lead to 
more and greater suburMa with 
accompanying servicing costs. 
Big questions before the 
water committee and water 
agency — and not likely to be 
answered soon — concern who 
would pay for State Project 
water and in what proportion. 
The water agency’s decision 
of some months ago to contract 
for a $20.000 study to determine 
feasibility of bringing in state 
water through the "backdoor” 
area of Ventura County into the 
South Coast, meanwhile, has 
been rapped by former County 
Water Agency chairman Curtis 
Tunnell, now an advisory com­ 
mittee member, as being un­ 
wise, and unfair to the north 
county. 
The committee and water 
agency and staff also have been 
diverted by prospects of having 
cloud-seeding work done. But a 
s ix - d a y 
d o w n p o u r 
h a s 
dampened that idea for now.

Vehicle lists tor use in jury 
selection. "Although this is but 
one of a number of different 
sources that might be so 
utilized, it is interesting to note 
that the current Department of 
Motor Vehicles list numbers 
well over 13.000,000 persons in 
California who seemingly are 
eligible for jury selection. 
Voter registration figures for 
last September gave 6,411,253 
as the statewide total of 
registered voters, only one-half 
the DMV total,” concluded the 
Senator.

The spokesman -<ud Stoessel was in a meeting with Soviet of­ 
ficials and had not seen the report in the Boston Globe. The ambas­ 
sador might comment later in the day, he said. 


Embassy sources said Stoessel spent the weekend skiing in the 
countryside near Moscow. Reporters who talked to the ambas­ 
sador late Friday said he seemed in excellent health. 


Japan may call Lockheed 
officials in bribery probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Lockheed officials may be sub­ 
poenaed to appear in Japan as 
the Tokyo government tries to 
expose officials involved in the 
bribery scandals tied to the 
giant contractor, according to 
Japanese sources. 
The fact the United States has 
withheld the names is harming 
Japanese-American relations, 
the sources said. They added 
that the Japanese are “ in­ 
sulted" by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's admonition 
to Congress to keep names 
secret. 
The investigation of the 
Lockheed scandals by the 
Japanese Diet (legislature) 
might be expanded to include 
present and former Lockheed 
officials, they said. The Diet 
has subpoenaed eight Japanese 
The sources said refusal to 
make the names public means 


the U.S. government is protect­ 
ing Japanese politicians or 
bureaucrats who may have 
taken bribes and that the 
American public is unaware 
how seriously the scandals are 
affecting U.S. relations with 
Japan. 
It was not certain whom the 
Japanese Diet might subpoena. 
Lockheed’s top two executives 
resigned Friday in the scandals 
that also affect The Nether­ 
lands and Turkey. But some 
Japanese sources are certain 
officials still with Lockheed 
know the names of Japanese in­ 
volved 
Kissinger said Thursday the 
names of foreign officials in­ 
volved should not be revealed 
“because the revelation by a 
congressional committee of the 
names of senior officials of 
other countries is bound to have 
serious consequences.’’ 


Other Japanese sources said 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
wants the names revealed so he 
can campaign as an opponent of 
corruption. The election was 
expected in April, but is certain

Guatemala urges vigilantes 


GUATEM ALA

Guatemala (U PI) — The 
government today appealed to 
armed vigilante squads to stop 
executing looters found sacking 
homes damaged in the Feb. 4 
earthquake. 
According to unofficial re­ 
ports, more than 200 looters 
have been killed by the police, 
vigilante squads and the army. 
The vigilante squads, armed 
with shotguns, handguns and 
knives, were formed to patrol 
the city’s residential districts, 
especially those bordering slum 
areas that harbor known 
criminals. 
The government, which also 
report«! the death toll from the 
quake has reached 22,088. said 
in radio broadcasts the looters 
should be turned over to the 
armv 


However, the army itself was 
said to be shooting some looters 
in its custody. 
Although the government has 
not confirmed the executions, 
photographs of several bullet- 
riddled corpses have been 
published by newspapers. 
One vigilante told newsmen 
his and other groups have been 
shooting all captured looters. 
Others say the squads are not 
only killing looters, but any 
known criminal they encounter 
on patrol. 
The thieves have been tempt­ 
ed by thousands of abandoned 
homes whose owners prefer to 
stay in their cars or in tents due 
to continued tremors. 
Since the Feb. 4 quake and a 
follow-up tremor two days 
later, there have been more 
than «no aftershocks. 


Sporadic tremors jarred se­ 
veral sections of the country 
Sunday and the government 
warned of flooding from rivers 
and streams blocked by tons of 
rock and soil. 
In an interview with the new­ 
spaper El Tiempo. President 
Kjell Laugerud Garcia was 
asked how many years it will 
take to get Guatemala “more 
or less" back on its feet 
“We are going to try to do it 
as fast as possible." he said. 
“But at this moment, it would 
be foolhardy even to make a 
tentative guess.” 
Life in the capital has begun 
returning to normal, authorities 
said. Guatemala City suffered 
relatively light damage com­ 
pared to the interior, where 
towns were completely leveled 
by the quake. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Rampant abuse and fraud af­ 
flict clinical laboratory ser-. 
vices for Medicare and Medi­ 
caid, with nearly $45 million out 
of $213 million in such pay­ 
ments going for kickbacks or 
other unnecessary costs, ac­ 
cording to a congressional 
report 
Sen Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
in remarks prepared for a hear­ 
ing today by his subcommittee 
on fraud and abuse of the aging, 
said he was “convinced that the 
Medicaid program is rampant 
with fraud and abuse." 
The subcommmittee investi­ 
gation involved Illinois, New 
Jersey, California, Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York and found 
that “kickbacks are so rampant 
that laboratories are almost 
barred from obtaining a Medi- 


caid account unless they offer a 
kickback.” 
The report, noting that exact 
figures were not available, said 
conservative estimates indicate 
that “almost $1 out of $5 is 
wasted" and that “a reasonable 
case can be made that 50 per 
cent of current payments are 
inappropriate." 
The study found that a small 
number of laboratories control 
the bulk of Medicaid payments. 
In New York, 17 labs control 70 
per cent of the Medicaid 
business, in New Jersey 12 labs 
have 60 per cent of the pay­ 
ments and in Illinois 26 labs 
control more than 90 per cent of 
the business. 
Committee associate counsel 
Val J. Halamandaris said it 
“seems the only way" for a 
laboratory to get Medicaid ac- 


counts from doctors “is to offer 
a kickback." 


He said, “The greater the 
kickback offered, the more like­ 
ly the lab will be to obtain 
Medicaid business " 


Halamandaris said the aver­ 
age kickback was about 30 per 
cent of the monthly total the 
laboratory received for per­ 
forming tests for Medicaid ser­ 
vices. • 


The subcommittee investiga­ 
tors found the most common 
way for the labs to pass on the 
kickback was to pay a doctor 
“rent" for part of his office 
space — often hundreds of 
dollars more than the rent the 
doctor was paying for his entire 
suite — or to pay the salary of 
one of his assistants.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford’s long awaited 
CIA reform package will be un­ 
veiled by mid week highlighted 
by the creation of a White 
House board to monitor abuses 
in the future, officials said to­ 
day. 
Ford was meeting this after­ 
noon with top advisers to make 
final decisions on a set of 
recommendations for overhaul­ 
ing the nation’s intelligence 
agencies, mainly by executive 
order. 
Some of the reforms are 
viewed as top secret and will 
not be publicly disclosed. 
The President also was con­ 


sidering assigning the director 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency to become the chief 
White House assistant on in­ 
telligence with budget control 
over all such agencies. In addi­ 
tion to the CIA, they include the 
Defense Intelligence Agency, 
the National Security, Agnecy 
and the National Reconnais­ 
sance Organization which 
operates the spy in the sky 
satellites. 
Some Defense Department 
officials are opposed to this ad­ 
ded power for the CIA director. 
Also among the recommenda­ 
tions is a secrecy law which 
would apply only to active and 


retired CIA and other govern­ 
ment employes with access to 
top secret information. Crimi­ 
nal action could be taken 
against any individual who 
revealed intelligence sources 
and methods. 
Most of Ford’s proposals will 
be implemented by executive 
orders, but he also will send to 
C o n g r e s s 
l e g i s l a t i v e 
recommendations. 
The Senate and House com­ 
mittees investigating CIA oper­ 
ations also are expected to 
propose closer supervision of 
intelligence agencies to prevent 
future violations of their 
charters.

Solvang. founded in 1911 as a 
Danish colony on the west coast 
has had close ties with Den­ 
mark since its founding and 
that association will become 
even more notable this July 4. 
1976 — the day highlighting 
A m erica's 
bicentennial 
celebration 
Solvang and the Rebild 
National Park at Aalborg, the 
site since 1912 of the Rebild 
Festival, will be the dual scenes 
of a satellite telecast July 4 
over CBS with Walter Cronkite 
as narrator 
Queen Margrethe of Den­ 
mark in a 10-minute talk will 
send greetings and congratula­ 
tions to the people of the United 
States and Denmark on 
America's 200th anniversary 
She will speak from Rebild 
National Park which has been 
the scene since 1912 of the only 
U S July 4th celebration staged 
on foreign soil 
The remainder of the 20- 
minute television airing will 
emanate from Solvang and will 
be beamed to Rebild Park. 
Plans for Solvang's participa­ 
tion in the landmark telecast 
are being carried out under the 
direction of the Solvang 
Chapter of the Rebild Society. 
The celebration at Rebild 
marks a time when the strong 
bonds of friendship between the 
United States and Denmark are 
re-emphasized. 
Traditionally a crowd topping 
the 50.000 mark takes part in 
the festival punctuated by the 
day's most important moment: 
singing of the Star Spangled 


Banner and the Kovai Danish 
anthem during the jo in t 
hoisting of the red. white and 
blue Stars and Stripes and the 
white Dannebrog emblazoned 
with a red cross. Dannebrog. 
the national flag of Denmark, is 
the world's oldest flag and will 
mark its 757th birthday this 
vear 
The land for the park, located 
among 200 acres of purple- 
heathered moorland hills at 
Rebild. 18 miles south of the an­ 
cient seaport of Aalborg, was 
provided as a gift bv Americans 
of Danish descent in apprecia­ 
tion for the attainment of suc­ 
cess in America and for the way 
of life that America provides 
One of the leading attractions 
at Rebild National Park is the 
Lincoln Memorial Log Cabin 
housing a collection of in­ 
teresting relics from the days 
of the Danish pioneers in 
America 
The unique log-hewn cabin is 
constructed of logs gathered in 
a number of states in the U.S.A. 
and transported to Rebild. It 
was dedicated in 1934 and is 
visited by thousands each year. 
Prominent Americans, in­ 
cluding governors, statesmen, 
and others who went on to 
become presidents of the 
United States, have appeared 
as the main American speakers 
at the festival 
The Rebild July 4th celebra­ 
tion continues in the evening 
with a folk festival in Rebild 
where one of the participating 
Danish-Americans is named 
“ Mavor for the Day.” That 


honor has gone in the past to 
Viggo Tarnow and Ferdinand 
Sorensen of Solvang 
Tarnow is a renowned youth 
gymnastics instructor and ex­ 
ponent of the Danish folk school 
system of education and 
Sorensen, designer of many of 
Solvang's D anish-styled 
buildings, is currently head of 
the Rebild Society in Solvang 
Plans for the Solvang-Rebild 
July 4th telecast were outlined 
by Renton Mitchell of the 
Solvang Rebild group, at a 
meeting of the board of direc­ 
tors of the Solvang Business As- 
sn . last Friday afternoon 
Mitchell said Solvang’s portion 
of the program will contain a 
“ strictly U.S. flavor.” with 
special American-oriented ac­ 
tivities being lined up for the 
airing

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Blows big lead 


Snead's grueling win 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The longest day 
in J.C. Snead’s life, as he describes it, is 
over, and like all good stories it had a 
happy ending. 
Snead, one of those “good ole boys” 
the hill country around Hot Springs, Va. 
is noted for, won the $180,000 Andy 
Williams San Diego Open Sunday the 
way he figured the night before as he tos­ 
sed in his bed while sleep eluded him. 
“The ending came out the way I 
figured it,” said Snead, “but all that 
stuff in between was different. I don’t 
ever »rant to go through another experi­ 
ence like that. It was too wearing.” 
What Snead was referring to was the 
five-stroke lead he took into the final 
round and then had to make a birdie putt 
on the final hole to win the tournament 
for the second straight year. 


But after a series of three-putt holes 
plus four others where he missed from 
inside of 10 feet, J.C. put his second shot 


on the 18th, a par-five. 501-yard hole at 
Torrey Pines with a lake fronting the 
green and traps flanking it, on the left 
edge between the sand and the apron. 
Don Bies, whose tee-shot on 18 landed 
in the right rough, recovered to put his 
third shot inside Snead in birdie range. 
With his once big lead down to a single 
stroke, Snead had to birdie the hole to 
win. He did. 
“I wish my lead on the final day wasn’t 
as big as it was,” said Snead, “it's a lot 
tougher to win with a big lead than a 
small one or even a tie."

Snead won $36,000. When you consider 
he hasn't won a tournament since he took 
the San Diego a year ago, it indeed was a 
big day for J.C., who wound up with an 
even par 72 for 16 under 272 
For Bies. whose only tournament title 
in seven years was the Hartford Open in 
1975, it was a big payday, too As it was. 
he closed with a 67 and finished at 15 un­ 
der 273 and won $20,520.

posed to professionalism and that he 
quite enjoyed the 12th Winter Games 
which were concluded Sunday. 
But before shot-putter Brian Oldfields 
calls “Olympic House” for his Montreal 
entry forms, it should be noted that 
Killanin. sometime author, broadcaster 
and journalist, said “ I doubt it will hap­ 
pen in my lifetime.” 
Killanin. a big. bluff, pipe-smoking 
Irishman, is 59 and at the halfway stage 
of his first eight-year term in office. 
“I am not against open competition, 
particularly in the period between the 
Olympics, but I can’t really see the 
Games being thrown open during my 
lifetime.” said Killanin. 
Killanin also had forward thinking 
views about another sacred Olympic 
tradition—the staging of the Games in a 
single city. 
“We are not living in the horse and 
buggy age.” 
K illanin. as do many other ad­ 
ministrators. feels that the burden of a 
single city staging the Games is too 
great— Montreal’s costs are said to have 
risen to $1 billion and the city will have 
to suffer the embarrassment of staging 
events in an incomplete stadium. 
“We have to rationalize. One city must 
always be the hub. but we already have 
the precedent of events taking place 
away from the main city.” Killanin men­ 
tioned yachting and equestrian sports as 
an example 
Killanin noted the wealth of the world 
is shifting, so it would be wrong to as­ 
sume the Socialist nations, or “the 
totalitarian left or right.” would be the 
only future hosts. 
The IOC president conceded he has 
reservations about Lake Placid being 
able to stage the next Winter Games and' 
plans to question officials of the New 
York resort closely during the next few 
months.

Considering the ponderous and complicated scoring 
mechanism the Northern League wrestling coaches have set 
up to determine their league champion, it would seem like 
the fans at the League Tournament would be too busy plink- 
ing away on their pocket calculators to pay attention to the 
wrestling 
But after six weeks of dual matches and nine hours of tour­ 
nament wrestling, everyone in the tiny San Luis Obispo High 
gym Saturday night seemed to be well aware of the situation. 
Everything rode on the heavyweight championship match 
betweeil Cabrillo’s Kevin Breshears and Lompoc’s Mike 
Rivera, the first and second seeds, respectively, in their 
weight class 
Rivera needed to avoid a pin or a superior decision by 
Breshears in order to give Lompoc the tournament, and with 
it the league championship. 
Breshears. whose only league loss this year was to Rivera, 
had Rivera on his back at one point. But the Lompoc 
wrestler, spitting blood, hung in gamely. Breshears won 6-4 
and Lompoc had the match, the tournament and the cham­ 
pionship. 
The final tournament score was Lompoc 107V», Cabrillo 
107 
Thus the Braves won the league championship with lb points 
(one each for their nine dual match wins, 10 for finishing 
first in the tourney). Cabrillo finished second with 16. 
In the five seasons of the Northern League, Lompoc has 
now won two championships (the other in ’74) and finished 
second three times. 
“I thought we could win by a little more than that,” said a 
relieved and happy Lompoc coach, Jerry Hamstad, after 
hearing the half-point margin announced officially. “I 
thought we could possibly win by 10 or 15 points. But Cabrillo 
really wrestled well. I don’t know where we could have done 
much better than we did.” 
Eight Lompoc wrestlers made it to the championship 
finals, and five were number-one seeds. Five Conqs made 
the finals and three were top seeds. So of the 26 wrestlers in 
the finals, half were Valley wrestlers. 
“We knew we would have to have three pins in the finals,” 
said Long. “We got two, and Breshears was throwing all the 
way." 
Immediately after the tourney. Long was glum. “It seems 
like we could have picked up a half a point somewhere,” he 
said 
Later on, he added, “After looking at the total picture, I 


think our wrestlers did a fantastic job. Maybe we wrestled as 
good as we’re capable of. When you add up all the things we 
did do. we did more than anyone thought we could. My con­ 
gratulations to Jerry, his staff and all his wrestlers, because 
they deserve to be league champs.” 
The wrestling season isn’t over. The top three tourney 
finishers in each weight class advance to the CIF quarter­ 
finals, to be held next Saturday at Simi Valley. The Braves 
will send nine representatives while the Conqs will send a 
school-record 11. 
The championship finals Saturday night took place under 
one central hanging lamp that would have been adequate for 
a back-room poker game Once the spectators’ eyes adjusted 
ito the low-key lighting, they saw some excellent wrestling. 
Lompoc had four individual champions—Dennis Katsuda 
(98). Charley Cheney (108), Lester Huyck (137) and Steve 
Miliate (168). Katsuda and Miliate won titles last year. 
Each individual championship was good for 10 team tour­ 
nament points, and wrestlers could pick up extra points for 
pins (2), superior decisions (I) or major decisions (V%), Kat­ 
suda. for example, scored a total of 14V» points for Lompoc. 
The Conqs had three champs—Mark Hall (157), Mark 
Bowser (194) and Breshears. It was Hall’s third straight 
league championship, and his pin in the finals gave him 19 on 
the year. He is 24-0. 
Twelve of the 13 top-seeded wrestlers won championships. 
But there were a few form-chart upsets in the prelim action. 
Four Conqs—Bill Hinkens. Scott Kinman, Dave Eden and 
Curt Garman— finished one spot higher than they were 
seeded and picked up valuable extra points. 
But it was the Braves who did everything they had to this 
season. They beat Cabrillo twice in dual matches, and beat 
the Conqs again in the toumev.

BOSTON (UPI) - Police 
have called in federal officials 
to investigate what authorities 
described as a radio-coordinat­ 
ed attack on officers at an an­ 
tibusing rally. 
Police Commissioner Robert 
diGrazia said between 40 and 50 
officers were injured in the dis­ 
turbance Sunday. The com­ 
missioner said the attack was 
coordinated over citizens' band 


radio and was "an obvious con­ 
spiracy” by "an element of 
hoodlums.” 
A "Fathers March” against 
the court-ordered desegrega­ 
tion of Boston schools con­ 
verged on South Boston High 
School Sunday afternoon. 
Police moved in because the 
demonstrators violated their 
marching permit and were met 
with opposition, officials said. 


Rocks, bottles and tear gas 
were thrown at police and 
several cars were overturned, 
diGrazia said. He estimated the 
number of protesters at about 
2,000. 
The marchers’ activities 
were coordinated over citizens' 
band channel five, using code 
words including, "iron, resist, 
Charlestown base, and mus­ 
ket," diGrazia said. 


The commissioner said he 
would ask for immediate in­ 
vestigations by the Justice 
Department, the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission and 
the Suffolk County district at­ 
torney’s office. 
Among those injured was 
Police Superintendent Joseph 
Jordan, who sustained leg in­ 
juries and was treated at a 
hospital.

The costs of 
providing such operators will 
of course be borne by all

users. 
Bilingual 
requirements are now man­ 
dated in school programs.

speaking citizen is being at­ 
tacked in the wrong and expen­ 
sive way? 
From our point of view, the 
proliferation of the bilingual 
requirements does nothing 
more than perpetuate the fact 
that those who do not now 
know English never will be 
m o tiv a te d 
to learn the 
language of their country. It 
would seem that if one were 
interested enough in the 
Dem ocratic system of our 
country, interested enough to 
participate through the ballot 
box, learning English would be 
a great incentive. 
It is not that there are no op- 
po rtu nities for learning 
English. There are many, 
many special classes for the 
foreigner to acquire the 
ability. There are classes here 
in Lompoc.

Our quest for a national slogan brought 
an outpouring of patriotic sentiment. We 
were deluged with more than a million 
slogans, many of them accompanied by 
letters and drawings about the greatness 
of America. 
There were also a few detractors; it’s 
their letters we want to answer today. 
Some objected to the bicentennial 
hoopla. They think it is gaudy and vulgar 
and tasteless. 
Maybe so. But we Americans have a 
gaudy side. We have always liked our 
circuses and carnivals and snake oil 
salesmen. So let the spectacle go on. 
Some com plained that we have 
defaced A m erica the beautiful by 
belching smoke into its air and slag into 
its rivers, by paving it over and covering 
it with ugly construction. 
They have a point. But it was the 
nature of this country to be short on plan­ 
ning and long on refuse. We were in a 
hurry. 
Besides, America was never intended 
to be just a recreation site for campers. 
It was a place where a worker could get 
a job. put up a roof and chisel out a new 
life 
Our fathers came here to dig in the 
earth for coal, to make steel, to pour con­ 
crete. to build the factories and homes 
needed for 200 million. Oh, in our 
heedlessness it got away from us. but we 
have begun to set it right. 
There are a few whose disaffection 
runs deeper, who wrote that the America 
of today is a mockery of the past, a testa­ 
ment of failure. 
Not so. We know it isn’t so. because we 
are the descendants of those “ huddled 
m asses’’ who came here, who struggled 
and suffered, and we know the improve­ 
ment wrought in our lives are not a 
mockery but a fulfillment. 
Others charged that our politicians are 
corrupt and our institutions unrespon­ 
sive. 
The Lord knows that is often the case 
But the fathers didn’t say America would 
perfect mankind. They said it would give 
people the right to throw the rascals out. 
And so we can, and do, and must keep on 
doing. 
Some wrote bitterly that today’s 
America is a betrayal of the ideals of the 
founders. 
That is because they judge the reality 
against the dream, instead of against the 
progress toward the dream. We forever 
complain, for example, when officials 


violate the almost absolute freedom of 
the press guaranteed by the First 
Amendment. But we acknowledge that 
there is more press freedom in America 
today than in previous eras, and certain­ 
ly more than exists anywhere else. 
We received many complaints against 
the press. True enough, the press is far 
from pure. The powerful men of the 
press haVe developed close and cordial 
relationships with the powerful men in 
government. They converse together; 
they dine together; they party together. 
The experience is enough to convince 
some reporters and editors that they are 
architects rather than chroniclers of 
policy. Those who are taken in adopt the 
attitudes of the people they are supposed 
to watch. 
Reporters who go along with the 
powerful and act as explainers and 
apologists for those who violate the 
public trust, must be considered acces­ 
sories. Like the politicians and the 
special seekers, these press people sell a 
little of themselves each day. 
Abraham Lincoln knew as much about 
the meaning of America as any man, and 
he knew all about its failures, crooked 
politicians, exploited minorities, broken 
prom ises, trampled rights, ravaged 
lands and the rest. 
But he also knew that this country 
rep resen ted som ething stran gely 
hopeful, something new in the world, 
m aybe the only new thing in the 
relationship of man to man for thousands 
of years — the idea of freedom and an 
equal chance. 
When in 1863 the Union forces gained 
control of the lower Mississippi, he saw 
it as a symbol that the nation would be 
preserved to pursue this new thing, this 
second chance for mankind. And he 
wrote a m essage of Thanksgiving: 
“ Thanks to all: for the Great Republic, 
for the principle it lives by and keeps 
alive, for man’s vast future, thanks to 
all." 
Because the Republic still lives and 
keeps alive that principle in the world, 
part of man’s vast future has been 
fulfilled, and the rest is still possible. 
We have much then to do, and we have 
much to celebrate. 


GENEVA — It is a little early to take 
the organized measure of European 
reaction, but not too early to feel vibra­ 
tions one would expect to feel in the 
United States. What it comes down to is: 
They always end up ahead. It appears to 
be something of a law of nature 
Shortly before leaving New York I 
d in ed 
u n d er 
cosmopolitan auspices 
and found m y self 
listening at dinner to 
an ambassador to the 
United Nations from a 
w e ste rn 
p o w e r. 
Inevitably the subject 
of Moynihan arose. 
“ He is im possible. 
Quite utterly impos­ 
sible." A probe of the 
ambassador’s position 
got one no further, 
really, than to un­ 
cover th is: 
that D aniel P atrick 
Moynihan had interfered with the am­ 
bassador’s serenity. Those who have no 
idea of diplomatic business cannot know 
how serious an offense this is. 
An establishment has been formed in 
the United Nations, with folkways and 
mores that crystallized over the past ten 
years or so. Everybody adjusted to 
them. The Soviet Union became the 
dominant figure, and it was a part of the 
rule that criticism s of it could be uttered 
only by the rival Communist super­ 
power, the People’s Republic of China. 
This was excused by the establishment 
as a sibling rivalry, of no exogamous 
concern; and anyway, nobody listens 
when they go after each other. 
The Third World dominates the ac­ 
tivities of the United Nations The thrust 
of all Third World rhetoric is that the 
west is responsible for all its afflictions, 
and that western remorse is only ac­ 
cepted as compassionate tender if it is 
given in hard cash. 
Moynihan breezed in like an unman- 
nered new boy. His preparation for his 
assignment was a perversely irrelevant 
as anything that could be devised. He 
arrived at the U N having read the U N 
charter! And the U N Declaration on 
Human and Social Rights! He might as 
well have prepared to receive Holy 
Orders by presiding over a black mass. 
Clearly he was unacceptable. And now, 
after an exhilarating eight months, final­ 
ly he appears to have confessed that 
fatigue had overtaken him. He has given 
no convincing reason for leaving. 
Those who will be quick to put the 
blame on Henry Kissinger will have the 
burden of explaining how come Kis­ 
singer selected Moynihan in the first 
place. Moynihan’s behavior was by no 
means out of character. He extricated 
his idea of what the west might attempt 
to do in the United Nations in an article 
in Commentary magazine on the basis of 
which he was selected. Kissinger’s pur­ 
suit of detente makes it difficult for him 
to say certain things. But that does not 
mean that he desires that certain things 
should not be said. 


So what was it then? Perhaps, as some 
of Moynihan’s friends say, Moynihan at 
the margin is too thin-skinned. He can 
take it from the PLO, and from the Rus­ 
sians, and from the Colonel Amins; but 
not from his colleagues in the inter­ 
national bureaucracv. and certainly not 
from his fellow ambassadors from the 
west. His decision to step down was 
probably motivated by a combination of 
exhaustion and resignation. 


But the vibrations one feels are truly 
despondent. They seem to tell us: it 
always happens to our guy. When last 
was someone conspicuously beaten down 
for advancing the Communist position? 
The day before Moynihan resigned, 
Moscow unleashed a bitter denunciation 
of Ford and Kissinger for criticizing its 
actions in Angola: the typical venture in 
the Big Lie. And, for that reason, very 
nearly unnoticeable in the hostorical 
rhythms of the day. No European am bas­ 
sador. dining out in New York, will

bother to tell you that Ambassador Malik 
is an impossible man. Western ambas­ 
sadors are trained to accept impossible 
men provided they are Communists, or 
Third Worlders. I do believe that the 
United Nations would be more dis­ 
concerted by Ambassador Malik if he 
confessed to engaging in an act of 
colonialism in Africa than if he denied it. 
Nothing is more vexing than a change in 
the routine, 
So then we will come bade to the 
routine. There are many Americans — 
one thinks of Mr. Moynihan’s predeces­ 
sor, Mr. John Scali — who believe 
everything Moynihan believes. But that 
is not the point. It is the point that the es­ 
tablishment's meat-cleavers go quickly 
to work to reduce our people to the 
Procrustean model. Moynihan was too 
big a man, in every way, to permit the 
process to work on him, so he quit; and 
now the U N. can get back to the 
business of weaving the Em peror’s 
clothes; unobserved; bored and boring. 


Brutality yes, 
pornography no? 


NEW YORK - (NEA) — As near as 
can be determined it was the hideous 
Charles Manson who popularized the no­ 
tion that murder is lovely and should be 
photographed. 
He suggested, in fact, that he had ac­ 
tually taken “ snuff films” of some of his 
artistic aberrations, the idea being, in 
his swampy mind, that 
only moving pictures 
can adequately cap­ 
ture the reality of, 
say. a knife slaughter. 
G r u e s o m e . 
B u t 
leave it to American 
ingenuity to capitalize 
on the idea. A low- 
grade movie called 
“ Snuff" is currently 
being distributed to 
selected cities, largely 
in the East, along with 
the pointed implica­ 
tion that most of the players are actually 
killed in the plot. Advertised as 
something “ that could only be filmed in 
South America, where life is cheap," the 
flick features torturing, dismemberment 
and an imaginative assortment of at 
least 18 murders. 
The thought of it if not the sight of it 
has stunned those few who have heard of 
the film. A television movie critic in 
Boston has recently advised her viewers 
that “ it is no hoax," that unaware 
actresses were undeniably killed in the 
movie, that it was detestable to even im­ 
agine the victims struggling in horror to 
escape.

Police in New York, Philadelphia and 
Washington have been advised. A 
spokesman for the American Motion Pic­ 
ture Association says the whole thing is 
unspeakable. Even the FBI is looking 
into the matter. 
Well, relax. Authorities who have in­ 
vestigated “ Snuff” say it is simply 
capitalism at work. Jim Kelley, Marion 
County Ind., prosecutor, says the film 
was premiered in Indianapolis as a legal 
test and found to be d isgu stin g, 
astonishingly sadistic but lawful. 


What it is, probably, is an old film 
made in South America and updated here 
in the United States. The promoters ap­ 
parently shot a bunch of gore scenes and 
spliced them to the original, But it’s all 
simulated When the saw cuts through a 
body, for example, it makes the same 
sound when it hits the bone as it does in 
the flesh. What we’ve done here is to 
make the promoter put a disclaimer in 
his advertisements, saying nobody was 
actually harmed. And that is that." 


That is. however, not quite that. There 
is perhaps a meaning even in this sorry 
fraud. A1 Shackleton, the New York dis­ 
tributor of “ Snuff," says the film was 
originally pornographic, but the sex 
scenes were cut to conform to U.S. 
obscenity law s. This then is the 
meaning: In its bicentennial year, the 
United States remains a society where 
sex is suspicious — but as for violence, 
that is that. 
Confusing? Assuredly. A few years ago 
in Washington, during the trial of the 
owner of a pornographic theater, the 
prosecution attempted to prove that a 
film depiction of a rape was sexually 
stimulating, thus of appeal to prurient in­ 
terest. Never mind the knocking about of 
the victim, or the terrible threats and 
humiliation. The violence of the scene 
was of no legal amount; the jury merely 
wanted to know if it was sexy, and thus 
only could they agree the rape was an­ 
tisocial. 
G ad. Tow ns th at still re q u ire 
drugstores to keep "Playboy" under the 
counter have theaters that invite the kids 
to see “ Chain Saw M assacre.” Parents 
in some states raise hell over textbooks 
that describe sex hygiene, but sit with 
their children through years of television 
bloodletting. A person in California can 
carry a gun in the streets, but is arrested 
as a menace if caught nude on the beach. 
Small wonder that brutality is edging out 
affection in the republic and that a freak 
like Charley Manson needs no introduc­ 
tion save his name. 
The paradox is intolerable. A solution, 
however, is evasive. Perhaps the idea of 
a purposely anonymous Indianapolis cop 
is as good as any. He says he’s seen the 
“ Snuff" film, and suggests it be shown 
everywhere in America. 
“ There are no laws against it," he 
says, “ there is not even a moral code to 
prevent it. So I think everybody should 
see the saw cutting the legs, see the 
blood shoot out the bullet holes and see 
the people dying in all their agony." 
After 90 m inutes of it, the cop 
suggests, without a hint of facetiae, this 
200-year-old nation might have done 
some growing up.
